COURT SETS ASIDE 
~~ RICE’S CONVICTION 


Appellate Division Grants ‘a New 
Trial to Broker Who Was 
Sentenced for Larceny. 


George Graham Rice, “who changéd his 
name from Jacob Simon Herzig* years 
ago, will not have to serye a term of 
three years in Sing Sing for grand lar- 
ceny to which he was sentenced by 
Judge Malone in General Sessions in 
1920, unless he is convicted again. The 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
by a vote of 3 to 2, yesterday reversed 
Rice's conviction on thé ground that 
prejudicial testimony was recived 
against him at his trial. 

Rice has beeh out dn bail since March, 
1920. He testified at his trial that_he 
had done a. business of * $35,000,000 in 
Wall Street during the two years before 
he was intiicted. An Ohio lawyer charged 
that Rice had ‘used for his own purposes 
$721 that had been sent to him to buy 
stock. Supréme Court Justice Erlanger 
at the time of Rice’s conviction granted 
a Certificate of reasonable doubt.on the 
ground that there was .a. question 
whether Rice had -been guilty of em- 
bezzlement or had obtained the money 
under false pretenses, and he had not 
been indicted for the latter.
